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Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 10/25/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant arguments have been responded in the claimed amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
i international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 1-2, 4-6 and 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Monty 
et al (Pub. No.: US 20010019416). 

Regarding claim 1, 5 and 8-9 Monty et al disclose: A printing system which includes a printer 
and a computer each including a communication interface for transferring information there 
between (note Fig. 8, the system 10, including the printer 14, the host computer 200 and 
communication line 202) wherein said printer comprises: an operation panel for entering a store 
instruction and a print instruction of image data to be read out from a memory readable by said 
printer (note Fig.8. item 34 the control panel for the printer where user inters command, or Fig. 2 
item 32, where the push buttons are located for user's manipulation of the images and system) an 
operation panel controller for notifying the instruction entered from said operation panel to said 
computer by generating an interrupt event (note again Fig.2 item 32 and 34 and CPU 26, where 
the user would use these button to indicate a command, where command would be pressing any 
button which causes the printer to interrupt the computer state as minimal as waking up the 
computer or pressing any button would interrupt the function of the computer) and notifying said 
computer of the generated interrupt event in an interrupt transfer method (note as soon as the 
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button on the printer panel is pressed there would be an interruption in the computer as to either 
send or receive data from the printer, note page 6, paragraphs 0053-0057) and a printer engine 
for printing (note when the images are printed it requires print engine) wherein said computer 
comprises: a data transfer unit for transferring and receiving in a bulk transfer method an image 
and print data to and from said printer (note Fig.8, item 202, the communication line, where the 
bidirectional receiving and sending data is displayed, also note Fig.8, page 6, paragraphs 0053- 
0055, where the mass or bulk or data is transferred) an interrupt controller for detecting the 
interrupt event notified from said printer in the interrupt transfer method (note when the interrupt 
command is issued by the printer, for instance, the transmit or transfer command by pressing one 
of the buttons on the GUI of the printer panel 32 of Fig.2, the computer would acknowledges the 
interrupt command through its controller, note page 6, paragraph 0055, lines 1-5) a storage 
control unit for storing data from said memory into a storage area in accordance with the 
interrupt event detected by said interrupt controller (note page 6, paragraphs, 0055-0057 where 
the data or images received form the printer 14 would be stored in the storage subsystem 202 of 
the computer 50 of Fig.8) and an output control unit for outputting as print data the data stored in 
said storage area to said printer in accordance with said notified interrupt event (note page 6, 
paragraph 0057, where the subsystem 206, "the retrieval subsystem" would receives the interrupt 
command which again would be pressing any of the buttons of the item 32 of Fig.2 and asking 
for retrieval of the images requested from the printer for printing, editing or the like). 
Regarding claim 2 and 6 Monty et al disclose: A printing system according to claim 1 , wherein 
said computer further comprises a storage information management unit for transmitting storage 
information to an external apparatus (note page 6, paragraph 0056, where the image file would 
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be send to the external server 230) the storage information being representative of storage 
destination information of data stored in response to a storage request of the interrupt event (note 
page 6, paragraph 0057, where the stored images in the server 230 would be retrieved based on 
the identification or data key) wherein said operation panel can enter a select instruction and a 
print instruction of data in said computer in accordance with the storage information, and 
wherein said operation panel controller generates the interrupt event in response to the select 
instruction or the print instruction from said operation panel (note again page 6, paragraphs 
0055-0057). 

Regarding claim 4 Monty et al disclose: A printing system according to claim 1, wherein said 
operation panel can enter a synthesized print instruction with selecting both image data stored in 
said computer and image data in the memory readable by said printer (note Fig.2, page 3, 
paragraph 0034, where the printer would print from the flash memory card, and note page 6, 
paragraph 0057, where the computer receives from the printer 14 and obviously through the push 
buttons 32 of Fig.2 command to retrieve images and sent to printer for printing or editing or the 
like). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 3 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to non- 
statutory subject matter as follows. Claim 101 define "A program for causing a computer to 
execute a processing method for an information processing apparatus which communicates with 
a printer having a job data channel which receives a print job, the processing method comprising 
the steps of embodying functional descriptive material. However, the claim does not define a 
computer-readable medium or memory and is thus non-statutory for that reason (i.e., "When 
functional descriptive material is recorded on some computer-readable medium it becomes 
structurally and functionally interrelated to the medium and will be statutory in most cases since 
use of technology permits the function of the descriptive material to be realized" - Guidelines 
Annex IV). That is, the scope of the presently claimed (A program) can range from paper on 
which the program is written, to a program simply contemplated and memorized by a person. 
The examiner suggests amending the claim to embody the program on "computer-readable 
medium" or equivalent in order to make the claim statutory. Any amendment to the claim should 
be commensurate with its corresponding disclosure.
